Railway within ten years from the date of 
the Union. 

"And tho Govornmont of British Col- 
umbia agree to ccjLvc/ to tlio Dominion 
Government, in trust, to be itppropriiitod 
■ in such m.inntias Doiuiiiicu Go>-:-'rii- 
mcut may dceiu tul visable in fiu-theiun>:e 
< of the construction of the said Itailwa^, 11 
siiuihir extent of public hinds along tlic 
lino of ii.iiUvay thioiig-lion t its entire 
length in li.titish Columbia, not to ox- 
ceod, howi^vor, Tweiiiy (2l))milea on oacli 
side of iiaid line, as ni;iy bo api)ropriated 
for tho same purpose by tbe Dominion 
Government from the public lands in tho 
Northwest Territorifts and llif? Province 
of Manitoba. Provided, that tho ([uauti- 
ty of land which may bo held under pre- 
emption right or by Crown grant within 
tho limits of the ti'aot of land in British 
Columbia to bo so convoyed to the Do- 
minion Govornmont shall ho made gocfd 
to the Dominion from contiguous public 
lands; arfd, provided further, that until 
tho cnmmencemont, within two years, as 
aforesaid, from the date of tho tJnion, of 
tho construction of the said lluilway, tli 
Government of British Columbia shall 
not sell or alienate any furtlier portions 
of the public lands of British Columbia 
in anjr other way then undor right of pro 
emijtion, requiring actual rosidonco of 
the p.'o-omptor on tho land olaimod by 
him. In consideration of tho land to bo 
so conveyed in aid of the construction of 
the said Bailway, the Dominion Govern- 
ment agree to pay to British. Colambia 
from the date of the Union , the sum of 
One Hundred Thousand Dollars por an- 
num, in half-yearly pnymontsln advanco." 

1. Tho Union took plaoo on tho 20th 
.Tuly, 1871. On the 7th June, 1873, the 
Privy Council of Canada decided that 
Esquimau, on Vaneouvor Islnfid, be fix- 
ed as tho Terminus of tho Canralinn Paoi- 
lic Bailway, and that a lino of BaiUvay 
1)0 loL-ated between the harbor of Esqui- 
mau and Soymonr Narrows, on tlio said 
Island. By tho samo Order in Council 
application was directed to be made to 
His ExGollonov tho Lieut. Governor of 
Uritisli Columbia for a rouorvation niid 
for tho convoyaueo to tho 1.7oininion 
(jovernmeiit in trust, according to the 
nth paragraph of tlie I'erins of lh<! 
Agrceiuont of Union, of a strij) of laiul 
20 miles in width along tho Eastern 
Qoast of Vancouver Island, between Sey- 
mour Narrows and tlm harbor of Esqui- 
nndt, in f nrtlioruiieo nf tlio coiiHtriiction 
of tho said Uaihvay, and wliich resorva- 
lion was made in-eonlingly on tho 1st 
July, 187:3, by tho Governmont of British 
Columbia. And in nil other respects tlie 
Governor of British CJolunibia has fulilll- 
od every condition required of them by 
the lerm.s of Union. 

2. The Domiiiioii Oovoriunent havo al- 
ready br(")kcn tlioir ngreemont by not 
comnicuerng the Ihiihviiy within tho liiuo 
specilicd, that is July, 1.S7.'5, and they 
now seek to vary the TfM'ins of Unjon in 
-such a m.uincr as pr.Uitic.illy to leave it. 
in their hands to say whethor and when 
the Uailway shall bo commenced or com- 
pleted, as appears by section 17 of the 
Canadian Pacifio Eailway Act, 1874; and 
by reference to tlio (U'liamblo of tho s.nino 
Act it is ovidciit that the Dominion (Jov- 
ornnient aro umvilling to uarry out tho 
original compact, and tho declared po- 
licy witii regard to the Bail way lA totally 
at variance with the Terms of Union of 
British Oolumbia. 

British Columbia has persistontly pro- 
to.itod against tlio action of the Domin- 
ion tTOvenimeiit on this question. 

Tlio ])roposi;d construction of tho Bni 
vay under tho sanetinii I'lnl doairo of tho 
Imperial autlioriiios was tho chief in- 
ducement to B.iitisli Columbia to join tiio 
Confederation, relying on tbe certainty 
that wo should havo-the protection of 
Vour Most Graeions Mttjoaty in seeing 
that I ho i'l rins of Union should be faith- 
fully carried out. 

The Dominion Govornment in fail- 
ing to fulfil the Terms of Union, havo al- 
ready seriously iifTiictod tho welfarG and 
prosperity of this Province, and caused 
groat disconloiit and croiited 
a want of e.oniiilonco in tho Canodiim 
Governuienlaiid il'sfliitisfuotion with C!ou- 
federation. And it is felt that the Dom- 
inion Government, in delaying tho com 
menooment and speedy e(naplL'tion of t!io 
Bailway, aro defeatiii'.f tlie chief olijoet of 
Uonrcdorul icm, i. c. tli.o iiuiiiediato union 
of tho British North Aniericmi Provinces. 
The only means of communication tliiH 
•Province now has with Ottawa is by the 
United States at a distanco of moro than 
2000 milos through foreign territory, in 
addition to a sea voyago of SflO niilcn. 
Your petitioners, therefdro, hiinilily 
pray Your j\[osl (iraeious IMujosty to 
take this, our Petition, into your gra- 
cious consideration and 'tO'Rpt as Ar- 
bitrator, and see that jtistioe be donp 
to Britisli Columbia, ' 
And your PotitionerH, as in'duty'bdrinci, 
will over pray, oto, .

So threatening 
was tho dcmaustration that a body of 
troops was ordered to tho station who did 
duty ns polieo.

The Governmont holds I'nglnnd roi- 
poiisiblu for tho escape of liochofort nud 
Bays i'higland cannot rofiiso to outer upon 
an inquiry wliother one of her subjects, 
in assisting tho convict to escape, has not 
tr ansgressod the International laws.

This week au F.mijeror of EuBsi* is 
once more a guest of England. It "ia 
thirty years since liis father-'trbd tKe 
Iinlls ol Quoon Victoria, just two 
months before the present Czar's son- 
in-law was born. Tho oircuinsfcanco 
brin^j^s home to tho mind tlio e.ttraoi- 
dinaiy louyth of her Mujesty'a reiyn, 
and the huge volume of history which 
has been accumulatecl- ' since the 
inagnilicont form of Nicholas, tower- 
ing above all around him, ■<,v,^s seen en- 
tering the liall of Buckitigliam Palace, 
where hi.s saluto to liis ho.slcHfi was bo 
hearty as to be disLinotly hoard at 
furthest coi-ner of the spacjous apart- 
mont,ancl drew a smile from the maids 
of Lonour. Of all tho monarchs 
leigiiiug on that day in Juno, 1841:, the 
Queen of En.i^land is tho koIo survivor. 
Even Pius was tlien but a Cardinal. 
Of tho Cabinet of England at thau 
tiiuo, two members alone survive— -the 
Duko of Bucciouch,and Mr. Gladstone; 
and tiaie'b diangcs are hero again cu- 
riously couspiciour.'uul Mr, Clladstoue 
was then the colleague of Lhoso tho- 
rough-going Tories, Lord Lyndhurst, 
the Diike of Wellington, and (the late) 
Lord Derby, under Hir 'iiql>ert.Peel. 
In Franco, Louis Philippe, four years 
later a fugitive as Mr. Smith, seemed 
comfortably soitlcd. Frederick Will- 
iam was reigning at Berlin, and a few 
months latey .nearly lest Um life at (lie 
hands of au assassin. Bi^Jluark wan 
chioUy known to fume as what tla 
I ParisinuH call ii gay liver.nnd Bunscn'h 
die;i)u of a uniteci (3ernuiny acomed 
distant indeed. Italy hiw been turned 
topsy-turvey since then. The King- 
iloni of Maples, tho Grand JJufhio.s of 
Tuscany, Piirma, and Modoiia, tho 
Papal States, have been wiped off- the 
map. The quiet Prince 'William, who 
wab Buiiscn'8 guest in London in the 
August of the same year, and to 
whoso military quoslions wo are told 
that the Duke of "Wellington "readily 
replied," has moro than realized the 
dreams of his diplomatic philosopher 
host — who, it seems curious to think, 
was at the ontaot of Mn career Mr. W. 
B. Aster's tutor — for he is now tho 
Empei-or of Germany. Perhaps the 
counsels of tho warrior Duke may not 
have been without a boaiing on the 
issue of that summer day at Sedan 
four years ago. 

TliQ Caar was met on landing in 
June, 18-4-1, by the same Aiuba.ssador 
who met his son— the venerable Count 
Brunow' — now, wo believe, about to 
retire ; and his augu.st master took up 
his residence ia LoadoDi at the; Em- 
basHy, but after a brief stay there left 
for Windsor. That was in Ascot week, 
wdiieh lives in many a memory. 
Nothing so briliant had been known 
in the way of royal ontertainmonts 
since 181-t, whon tlio allied Sovereigns 
wero the guests of Engknd. . 3?he,^ ac- 
complished author ol Letfcera fi-om 
the Baltic baa well described the affect 
personally produced by Nicholas at 
that period of his life: 

"But -where is ilia Emperor?" asked 
everyone. 'Not hero yet,' was (ho an- 
swer. But scarce was this uttered when 
a towering plume moved; tho crowd full 
back, and on framed in its space stood n 
figure to which there is no second in 
Russia, if in the world itself-— a ilgnro of 
tho greatest beauty, eipteB.sion.diinen.sion, 
and^oarriage. The person of the Empo' 
ror is that of a colossal man, in the full 
prime of life and hoaltli.tlio head m.-igni- 
licontly carried, a splendid breadth of 
shoulders and chest, great length and 
symmetry of limb, with finely-formed 
hands and feet. His face is strictly Gre- 
cian, tho eyes liuoly lined, large, open, 
biuo, with a oulmno.ss.a eoldiie.s,^,n freoz- 
hig dignity which can equally quell an 
in.suri-ection, daunt an assassin, or para- 
lyze a ijctitioner," 

But during that Tisil his aim was not 
to paralyzo but to ploaso,aud ho won all 
hearts. Thoro was a lUisaian rago,and it 
know no bounds, Everything combined 
to make that period hrilliant. Tho 
Cjucon was thon in the zenith of her 
career, enjoying thoso halcyon days whn.so 
delight sho has I'ooountedin her journals. 
At \Vind3or and Bnekinghnm Palace all 
wont murry ns a luarriage-hell. Of tho.so 
ladies Arho then so nmeh CDiitrilmtiHl to 
the brilliancy of tho court, nearly .•>11 aro 
now gone. Tho Queeu':; niost" intimate 
friend, the Duchess of Siithorland, passed 
away aix veara. ago,., and an e^tquisito 
monument in the gardens of the Viceroy 
of India's oouatry-houso at Barrackpore 
marks the spot where tho lu!antiriil luid 
gifted Visoouutoss Canning loved to 
while away tha evening hours of that 
splendid oxile which ended in tiio grave. 

But if such memories coming thickly 
over bar mind tend to melancholy, and to 
incline tho Queen toward tho in'olonged 
rotironiont whoneo sho has at length 
shown signs of emer,;ing, there lire on the 
other hand ro.isons why the prcHtnit vi.-^it 
of her former guest's son should aflord 
her special satisfaction. liarou llnnsen, 
then acoroditod at London as Prussian 
Minister, was on-a visit tohi-sSovceign at 
Sans Souoi, niid was pro.-'oiitod to tho 
Czar on his way throngh llurlin to Lon- 
don. \V riling to tho liiu'iniess lie says: 
"Ho ia ovcry inch of an Emperor! What 
courage to go for his pleasure into the 
midst of fivo hundred Poles who havo 
sworn to kill." Thon ho continue^: 

"I cannot ceaso to wondor at tho Em- 
peror's dotorraination to make this jour- 
ney. Wh.tt is his olijtfct? First, to vo-t 
Louis PliiliuiiQ. Secondly, to emulate 
King Fredoi-rok William IV. in prineelv 
gallantry toward the Queen of the Isles, 
Thirdl.T, to tune the bonds of Queon ^'ic- 
tnria.of Peel, and Wellipgtoa to friend- 
ship with himself and withdraw them 
from h'T-anco." 

And after a little mora specnlntioii on 
this last, which ho ncoouuts "tho ono ra- 
tional aim," he continues; "It nnn-,aftor 
all, hiiv^ been only a wjiina. ,of autocracy 
that'has decided nim poraonally to' ex- 
amine into tho state of men'.i minds." 
Under far happier an.spieos is that visit 
of 187't mado. No jiolitioal objoots aro 
even suspected. It is tho visit of a father 
to Ilia daughter and to the Inniourod 
mother of that daughtor'a hushand— a oir- 
oam8tauoB;.yhiohj ;in. a country whrr(! 
family and- dbmeatlo tibs arn so close as in 
'ISngland.will serve to make the Emperor's

Rome, April 25, IST-L— A good many 
royal and other birthdays havo been 
celebrated lately, but the birthday 'of 
Konio, aist of tho present month,paga- 

ed by with acnrcely any notics being 
taken of it. Tliis city is this year, ac- 
cording to the reckoning of tho orch- 
leologists, 2,C28yoarH old. Somo give 
it two years less than that, for the au- 
thorities aro ]iot agreed as to whether 
llomulus brought his colony dowa 
from Alba Longa 752 or 754 years be- 
fore tlio beginning af the Christian tra. 
The diflforcuce is small, and it ia not 
often in such long periods that there 
is so intimate an agreement of dates. 
.Rome is getting along toward its round 
three thoii.yand years. It is a very old 
settlement, and no other city in history 
has seen so many "ups and downs" of 
of glory and disasteis. Thoro is per- 
haps not a foot of soil that tho clod- 
hopper of the Campagna turns over 
but is made up of particles which once 
coinpoBid some kind of animal life. As 
for tho debris of ruined human habita- 
tions and all sorts of constiuctious.tho 
laud is mado up of it, and jou cannot 
put your foot anywhere without tread- 
ing upon fragments of what has pass- 
ed under tho manipulation of human 
lingers in the many centuries that have 
lolleil av.ay.
